Rrsorution.—In accordance with the principle 
Juid down in the above Resolution, the Lieutenant- 
Governor determines that all vacancies which now 
exist, or shall hereafter take place, in the Offices 
of Districts and Deputy Registers, and all new 
Offices of Registers which may hereafter be esta- 
blished by the Lieutenant-Governor under the 
power vested in him by Section 3 of Act IX. of 
1862, shall be filled up, when practicable, by 
Officers in the rank of Principal Sudder Ameen, 
Additional Principal Sudder Ameen, or Sudder 
Ameen and Sudder Moonsiif. 

In order to carry out this arrangement as closely 
as possible Zillah Judges are required to report to 
the Government without delay the occurrence of a 

vermanent vacancy in the Office of Register or 

eputy Register, appointing the Officer highest: in 
rank of the clases above specified to act tempora- 
rily as Register pending further orders. 

‘In cases of merely temporary vacancy Zillah 
Jndges will, in conformity with’ this principle of 
selection, appoint an Officer to officiate as District 
or Deputy Register under Section 7 of Act IX. of 
1862, reporting the name of the person so selected 
for the information of Government. . 

‘On the occurrence of a permanent vacancy in 


‘the Office of District or Deputy Register, tor | 








which the services of no Officer of any of the 
classes to which selection has been primarily limited 
are available, the Zillah Judge will report to 
Government the names of such other persons as he 
may consider eligible candidates for the office, 
selecting one of the number to officiate as Reprister 
or Deputy Register, as the case may be, pending: 
the orders of Government. When the vacancy is 
only temporary the Judge will fill up the appoint- 
ment, under Section VIL, according to his disere- 
tion, reporting the name of the person so. selected 
for the information of Government. 

District Registers, appointed under the Govern- 
ment Resolution of 28th December 1860, and ali 
District and Deputy Registers who may be  here- 
after appointed, will not be allowed to receive and 
appropriate fees, but will be paid by a fixed salary 
as sanctioned under Section XI, Until further 
orders the Lieutenunt-Governor directs that the 
salary of cach District Register shall be 80 Rupees 
a month, and that of each Deputy Register 25 
Rupees a month, The Salary Bill in each case 
should be submnitted monthly direct to the Civil 
Pay-Master, who will charge the amount passed 
against the General Registration Fund. All fees

T nave recently inspected the works in progress 
on the Great Lndian Péhinsula Railway between 
Julgaon, the present terminus of the north-cast 
line, aud the Kiver Mund at the 70th mile of the 
“Nagpore Branch.

2. I find that: it will be sometime yet before 
the fourteen’ miles of Railway” between: Julgaon 
and the Bhosawul Junction can be opencd' for pub- 
lic tmaftic: “About four miles ‘of. ruil have still to 
be laid. ‘The bulldasting and fencing are not more 
than” hulf fidished. ‘There is another ‘span of 
girders to be erected at the Wagodr Bridge, and 
the timbers and rails’ have to be Infill acroes it. A’ 
bridge of two 15 arches have to bo put in near 
Bhosawal and a culvert near: Julgaon is unfinished. 
The Bhosaul Station has hardly been begun} 
only-nhout one-third of the platform wall having 
been built.

3. With the exception of the Bhosawul Station 
building ‘the above.works might be completed in 
about two months by dint of hard work, and as it.
